Muskrat Farming A New 
Western Industry and Has 
Made Remarkable Strides 


From all indications the new indus- 
try of muskrat farming continues to 
take hold of the popular imagination 
in a manner in which, few newly de- 
veloped Canadian activities have done 
and from the way in which ambitious 
recruits with proclivities toward out 
of door occupation are coming to en- 
gage in its pursuit there seems ey- 
ery likelihood of its coming to out- 
strip most other branches of the do- 
mestic fur farming industry. Marsh 
and slough land, formerly regarded as 
waste territory, in all sections of the 
country, is being fenced off and 
transformed into muskrat farms, eith- 
er by farmers adding this sideline 
to their main activities or by new- 
comers engaging in this profitable 
and interesting profession as a whole 
time pursuit. There is every evidence 
that soon the country will be quite 
thickly dotted with domestic estblish- 
ments devoted to the intensive raising 
of muskrats for fur. 

Certain sections of Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia would seem in particu- 
lar to be receiving marked attention. 
In the Peace River country of north- 
ern Alberta, muskeg lands continue 
to he taken up on quite an extensive 
scale, according to report, to become 
domestic muskrat farms. The Colum- 
bia Kootenay valley, with large tracts 
adapted to the pursuit, is experienc- 
ing a somewhat similar invasion, <A 
Milwaukee cattle rancher, establish- 
ing in the Lake Manitoba district of 
Manitoba, purchased in addition an 
area of swamp land to turn into a 
muskrat farm to raise these valuable 
little animals on a large scale as a 
profitable sideline to cattle raising. 


ally to be added it becomes evident 
that the prospects in the activity are 
making a powerful appeal to import- 
ant and expert interests, and that 
muskrat ranching is to be an industry 
pursued on an ever increasing exten- 
sive scale. This is evidenced, for in- 
stance, in the acquisition at Carol 
Lake, Alberta, by the Bruce Farming 
Company, Limited, of fifteen quarter 
sections of land, or a total of 2,400 
acres, to be turned into a muskrat 
ranch, The land has already a thriv- 
ing nucleus in the several existing col- 
onies, and these will be added to and 
the entire establishment thoroughly 
protected. It is further evidenced in 
the location at Swan Lake, north of 
Quesnel, British Columbia, of what 
is to date the largest muskrat farm 
in the Dominion. Last fall the Mus- 
quash Farms, Ltd., secured possession 
of 8,159 acres of low-lying ground sur- 
rounding the lake, taking In the ad- 
Joining meadows and streams, which 
are already dotted. with numerous 
muskrat houses, from which trappers 
have taken a toll for years,

Warm showers in all but sonth- 
western vareas of Saskatchewan, 
where it was more particularly need- 
ed, are reported. Crops continue to 
look well, wheat being mostly head- 
ed out with just sufficient ‘straw to 
mike ft right for economical cutting. 
Between Regina and Moose Jaw many 
excellent stands of wheat are to be 
seen, From Moose Jaw to Maple 
Creek much of the crop_has suffered 
from drought and rain is badly need- 
ed. On the Empress subdivision from 
Lemsford west to the Alberta bound- 
ary, owing to drougth it is doubtful 
whether considerable percentage of 
crop in this territory will go more 
than five bushes to the acre. The gen- 
eral outlook, however, is better than 
the ten year average, which is around 
fifteen bushels to the acre. Wheat 
cutting should commence around the 
16th of August. Considerable hail 
damage occurred in the Empress and 
Swift Current districts, amounting to 
95,000 acres, damage being 25 to 100 
per cent, 

The situation in Alberta with a few 
exceptions is encouraging, Rainfalls 
have been experienced along the Le- 
duc, Wetaskiwin, Lacombe and Hard- 
isty subdivisions with scattered show- 
ers near Gleichen and from Medicine 
Hat to Alderson and the Brooks sub- 
division. Southern Alberta conditions 
have improved with the exception of 
southeastern portions, where many 
districts report moisture is needed 
more or less urgently. The whole 
southern portion of the province could 
stand more rain but with the excep- 
tion of portion on the Maple Creek, 
Brooks and Taber subdivisions crops 
are not suffering. Cutting will be 
general by August 16th. Cutting of 
) winter wheat and rye begins today 
in thd Lethbridge district, Sugar 
beets promise a good yield. There 
has been very little hail in the prov- 
ince so far. Sheep shearing ts almost 
completed and most ranches 
shipped their wool east. 

Heat of the past week did 
cause any depreciation on the BE. D, 
& B.C. railway. The crop outlook, 
though generally speaking a liberal 
rainfall would assist grain, is that 
more grain will be marketed from 
this territory than ever before, A 
great deal of new breaking has been 
accomplished with the work well done.

TO ASK BOOST 
IN RATE SCALE

an increase of 20 per cent in the

The telephone | department has 


been given a free hand by the goy- 
ernment to put the telephone ser- 
vice of this province on a business 
basis. 

The primary necessity at the pre- 
sent time in connection with the pro- 
posed increase is lo provide sufficient 
funds to keep in good condition a 
plant in which the province has in- 
Vested $23,000,000, 

The foregoing statements were made 
by Bruce Baxter, Edmonton, manager 
of the Alberta telephone system, 

Asked what increase was being 
sought, Mr. Baxter replied both urban 
and rural rates were ineluded in the 
application, and that the — increase 
sought in the urban rates would ay- 
erage about 20 per cent and that in 
the rural rates would average about 
the same. 

For residence phones, both in cities 
and towns and in the country, the 
increase, if put into effect, would. re- 
present 50 cents a month. On busi- 
ness telephones, the increase would 
range from 75 cents to $1.00. The per- 
centage of increase is about the same 
throughout. Residence phone users 
in Wetaskiwin now pay $2.25 a month 
and the increase would bring the 
charge to $2.75. 

Mr. Baxter stated that, even with 
the proposed increases effective, Al- 
berta would still have one of the 
cheapest telephone services on the 
continent. Mr, Baxter considered 
that having regard to efficiency, the 
system would actually be the cheapest 
in America, 

On the basis of last year’s busi- 
ness, the increased rates would mean 
an added revenue to the telephone de- 
partment of $375,000 per annum, The 
increased revenue this year would be 
the proportion of. this amount, repre- 
sented by the proportion of the year 
in which the new rates would be ef- 
fective,

elevators. He will take over his new 
appointinent on August 15. 


Mr. Hall is one of the best known 
elevator men on the whole of the 
North American continent. He hag 
been associated with the Alberta 
-ucific Grain Co, for the past eleven 
years, 


It is not generally known that the 
Alberta Wheat Pool has already pur- 
chased cighteen elevators in Alberta, 
and have contracted for the building 


of fifteen more, which it is expected 
will be handling this year’s crop. As 
a matter of fact, three of the latter 
have just been completed. 

Points at which elevators are being 
constructed are: Bawlf,  Daystand, 
Dowling, High River, Hussar, Killam, 
Ponoka, Pulteney, Strome, Twining, 
Warden and Woodhouse. Elevators 
have now been completed at Naco, 
Msther and Leo, 

The wheat pool is at present ne- 
goliating for the purchase of existing 
elevator facilities at other points in 
the province. 


APPEAL FOR NEW 
RATE ON GRAIN 


Vancouver, July 19.—Application for 
leave to prosecute President E. W. 
Beatty, Vice President W. R. McInnes 
and Director W. N. Tilley, K.C., of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, for re- 
fusal to obey the order of the board 
of railway commissioners to equalize 
the export rates on grain and flour, 
was made to the commission for the 
British Columbia government recently 
by S. G. McGeer, counsel. 

After a conference on the bench, 
the commissioners decided to adjourn 


their session to consider the situation. 
The application was directed only 
against the Canadian Pacific, the Can- 
adian National not being mentioned. 

Mr. McGeer stated that the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway had not obeyed 
the equalization order issued by Chief 
Commissioner McKeown and Commis- 
sioner Frank Oliver and sustained on 
appeal to the full board by a division 
of three and three, 

Mr. McGeer based his claim on the 
assertion that the board of railway 
commissioners had in giving judg- 
ment in the case of export grain rates 
last year, set out that equal rates 
should apply from prairie points to 
the Coast as applied for similar dis- 
tances to Fort William. Instead of 
doing this, Mr, McGeer averred the 
Canadian Pacific had set up a fictit- 
fous mileage between Vancouver and 
Calgary, which resulted in a rate of 
21 cents instead of a rate which the 
distance justified of 18 cents. 

Failure of the Canadian Pacific to 
establish the 18c rate, said Mr. Me: 
Geer, constituted a violation of the 
ruling of tho railway commission, He 
asked, according to the progeduro laid 
down In the Railway Act, for permis: 
sion to proceed agninst the railway.

Wheat 
production will suffer heavily through 
unfavorable conditions in North Da- 
kota and other spring wheat states, 
Corn does not promise well by any 
means, Oats are also under last year, 
although over the average of the past 
five years. Rye and barley are both 
low.

NOXIOUS WEEDS AND 
THEIR DESTRUCTION 


In view of the fact that a large pro- 
portion of the farmers in this section 
of Alberta have learned the serious- 
ness of the weed situation, and many 
of these have taken great pains to 
eradicate the worst of them; the fact 
remains, however, that a more con- 
certed effort will be required on the 
part of the remainder in order to 
stamp out such virulent pests as the 
Perennial Sow Thistle, the Canada 
Thistle, Stinkweed and Couch Grass. 


At a latent menace, so serious is 
the Perennial Sow Thistle that, under 
no circumstances whatsoever and re- 
gardless of effort required or loss sus- 
tained, should a patch or even one 
plant of this pest be allowed to go 
to seed. Here is a case where an 
ounce of prevention of infestation is 
worth many pounds of effort in eradi- 
cation. 


Sow Thistle can however, be entire- 
ly eradicated in one summer is suffi- 
cient intelligent effort be made and 
if weather conditions are favorable. 


A method of control might be here 
suggested but that is not what we 
want or need yet. We want a method 
of eradication supported by reason. 

Small patches should be dug out, 
being careful to get all of the roots. 
Then the place should be often visit- 
ed with the view of digging out any 
plant which may and very likely will 
come anew. ' 

The tar paper method is good if 
the paper is put five feet over the 
edge plants, also having the strips 
well lapped and then covering it all 
with about an inch of soil or the equiv- 
alent. This should then be wundis- 
turbed for a whole summer or about 
six months, not counting the winter 
months, 

Tha Sést method of dealing with 
the larger patches is: deep plowing 
followed by the continued use of the 
duck-foot cultivator, But even the lar- 
ger patches should be isolated and 
worked separately. It is not enough 
to cultivate the patch ‘or the field, 
whichever it may be, and then wait 
a month until all the plants have 
come up afresh. Such work would 
be useless. The roots of the Peren- 
nial Sow Thistle are somewhat like a 
storage battery and the plants are 
like generators, When the plant is 
pulled or cut off then the life in the 
root begins to discharge and continues 
so long as no living leaf of the plant 
comes to light. If this discharging 
process is forced to continue unin- 
terrupted for a sufficient length of 
time, probably four summer months, 
then the roots will have become so 
weak that bacteria action will set in, 
resulting in their death and decay, 

On the other hand if, during this 
time the plants, however small, are 
allowed to grow, they begin to store 
life in the weak roots. In a few days 
the roots are again re-charged with 
life with the result that all the pre- 
vious cultivation was in vain. There- 
fore it can be clearly seen that the 
ground must be kept black; that 
weekly not monthly, cultivation is ab- 
solutely essential to successful eradi- 


| cation, 


Canada Thistle, having similar hab-

years provided conditions for growth 
are not favorable. Moisture, heat 
light and air are the requirements 
necessary for the germination of a 
good seed. If any of these are lack- 
ing and as long as they are lacking, 
no seed will sprout. Plowing under 
to a depth of five to eight inches any 
crop of matured noxious weed seeds, 


and particularly any of those men- 
tioned, should be regarded as an un- 
forgivable crime. , Ordinarily condi- 
tions are not favorable for: the ger- 
mination of small seeds unless they 
are brought to within an inch of the 
surface of the soil, Therefore, in 
dealing with this weed, we must con- 
sider those few simple laws and con- 
elude that, in order to eradicate it 
is essential, not only to pull and des- 
troy all plants in the growing crop, 
but to clean the soil of foul seeds. 
This is done by early shallow fall cul- 
tivation with another stirring of the 
soil in the spring prior to summer 
fallowing. Then, before the plants 
have formed pods, a very shallow 
plowing is necessary, two and one half 
inches being about the right depth. 
Harrow this and then wait until con- 
ditions have become right to properly 
germinate all of the seed. Repeat 
this with a second plowing and then 
a third each time going about two 
inches deeper. Cultivate the follow- 
ing spring prior to seeding if any 
plants have come through the winter. 
It may be necessary to harrow the 
grain, but serious damage may be 
done to it unless this is done when 
the points just begin to appear above 
ground or when the grain begins to 
stool, It must also be remembered 
that weeds are very hard to kill by 
harrowing after they have passed the 
two leaf stage. 

Couch of Quack Grass is best eradi- 
cated by one of the folowing meth- 
ods: first, do not disturb it in’ the 
spring but let it flourish and exhaust 
itself, let it dry oul the soil to a mini- 
mum, Then when it is in full bloom 


or about the first of July when drouth 
as usual, begins to get severe, plow it 
very shallow, about three inches deep 
and leave it as the plow Jeft it. Then 
it the drouth continues for a_ suffi- 
cient length of time, probably five 
weeks, to completely dry out the fur-

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KEEPING. LAND 
VALUES STABLE 


(By Chas. W. Peterson) 

Nothing exercises a more pronounc- 
ed influence on the general morale 
of the farmer than the shifting value 
of his-land asset, which is virtually 
his savings bank acount. His confi- 
dence and enterprise fluctuate with 
the acre value of his land holding. 
When this is stable or on the upward 
move, he is optimistic and cheerful in 
spite of occasional disappointments 
in the yields and prices of his  pro- 
ducts. He feels that his capital is 
unimpaired and that a profit may be 
even accrued aside from his agricul- 
tural operations. 

When on the other hand, land 
values are declining, his confidence in 
his undertaking is shaken to its very 
foundation. He and his famity for- 
feit peace of mind and become a. prey 
to apprehension, His credit structure 
is seriously disturbed and morale fre- 
quently departs. Then comes the 
drift to the cities and general demor- 
alization. 

The National City Bank of New 
York, in a recent bulletin, makes the 
following significant commenti on the 


economic position of the United 
States farmer: | 
‘It is, of course, true that the 


farmer has been at a serious disad- 
vantage since 1920 by reason of the} 
greater fall in prices of his products 
as compared with the prices of the 
manufactured goods which he has to} 
buy, These conditions, however, are 
temporary and are already in the pro- 
cess of correction, They are, never: 
theless, being made the basis of much 
loose talk about the incurable ills of 
the farmer. Figures are cited show- 
ing farm income as making unfavor- 
able comparisons with other indus, 
tries, but usually nothing is said in} 
such comments to bring out the chief. 
incentive to the settlement of our ya- 
eant lands, namely, the constant rise 
of land values throughout the history | 
of the country. Within a lifetime we 
have seen the prairie lands of lowa go | 
from $8 and $4 per acre to $200 per| 
dere. These gains are not shown by, 
the annual returns but they have; 
been a factor in the settIment of the; 
lands, and, of course, in the increase. 
of production and in the prices of 
farm produets.”

States, largely in sympathy with the 
concomitant of such a_ situation, 
namely, urban depression. 

Confronted with these calamitous 
events which the merest tyro in econ- 
omics should have been able to pro- 
perly interpret, successive govern: 
ments applied themselves — primarily 
with exclusive measures rather than 
with stimulating the life-giving How, 
of immigration, until, as Colonel 
Lamb, of the Salvation Army, so. pic:;

PROVINCIAL C.G.I.T. CAMPS 


—_—_— 


Camp Fallis! What memories it 
calls forth in those who have already 
passed happy days beside the shining 
waters of Lake Wabamun, and what 
eager expectations in those who are 
looking forward to sharing soon the 
joy and fun of which they have heard 
so much from old campers—the joys 
of boating and swimming, of games 
and hikes, sing-songs and camp-fires, 
and last, but not least, the chance of 
becoming closer friends with the 
Great Spirit of the Out of Doors. 


The C.G.I.T. camp at Fallis is a pro- 
vincial camp, under the control of 
the Girls’ Work Board, and is open 
to all C.G.LT. girls in the northern 
part of the province. This year has 
been particularly successful, three 
consecutive camps running from the 
first of July until the second of Au- 
gust. The camp is clways equipped 
with an excellent staff. The director 
for both the junior camps has been 
Miss Mabel Nix of Edmonton, known 
to all her loyal braves as Big Chief 
Soangetaka. The group leaders for 
the first camp were Miss Dorothy Mc- 
Bain, Chief Anong of the Mahngot- 
aysee tribe, and Miss Gwen Toby, 
Chief Pocohontas of the Wautchee- 
wings. Among the twenty braves 
were two Millet girls, Jean Ross and 
May Gray. One of the best loved 
members of camp was Mrs, A. C. Far- 
rell, who, as camp mother, endeared 
herself to cvery brave. The second 
camp consisted of thirty-five girls, 
and on account of its size, two more 
group leaders were added to the staff 
these being Miss Connie Smith, Chief 
Oneida, and Miss Louise Miller, Chief 
Tillicum. Among the braves at this 
camp were delegates from all over 
this part of the province. Besides the 
director, group leaders and sports of- 
ficer, there is always a nurse and a 
camp mother to look after the needs 
of the girls. Camp Fallis has been 
particularly fortunate this year in 
having Mrs. J. R. K. Graham, of Mil- 
let, as nurse at both junior camps. 
She is always kind and sympathetic, 
always ready to attend to our bumps 
and bruises; in fact one sometiines 
wishes one might be ill in order to 
claim a little of her attention! The 
other camp officials are all up to the 
mark, too, including the camp cook, 
whose wonderful meals satisfy even 
the most ravenous appetite, whetted 
to twice its ordinary size by fresh a 
and exercise in the great out of doo, 

Days at Fallis begin early, At 
blast of the whistle, blown sharp 
seven, everyone tumbles out, dons “her 
bathing suit and rushes out ready for 
jerks, followed by a dip in the lake. 
Then comes Morning Watch, fifteen 
minutes quiet, in which each girl, in 
the quiet of her own room, or in the 
stillness of the woods, may find an 
answer to that sincere desire which is 
in every soul, “In the early, early mor- 
ning, Father, I would see thy face.” 
Morning Watch is followed by flag 
raising, and then breakfast. Next 
somes the hour, which to many camp- 
ers, means more than almost anything 
elso at camp. It is Bible study, 
when the girls, divided up into small 
groups, each under a competent lead- 
er, seek the quiet of some sheltered 
spot and give honest thought to the 
problem of interpreting the principles 
of Jesus, applying his standards to 
her own individual lives. This study 
brings a realization of the presence 
of God and a sense of devotion to 
Jesus never known before. 


A half hour intermission of games 
is followed by Council Hour, where 
the girls may get new inspiration and 
suggestions for planning their win- 
ter work, The problems of individual 
groups are taken up, and in addition, 
discussions on such important topics 
as a C.G.LT. girl’s standards, group 
service, and world mindedness, Coun- 
cil Hour is generally followed by a 
talk. The second camp was fortu- 
nate enongh to hear a very interest- 
ing address from Miss Chase, a home 
missionary among our new Canadians. 

Afternoons at camp are varied and 
not too full. Immediately after din- 
ner comes quiet hour, when the girls 
may read or sleep. The rest of the 
afternoon is devoted to games or a 
hike, and swimming, 

After supper comes boating on the 
lake, and then the happy gatherings 
around the camp-fire. On the second 
or third night at camp the impressive 
initiation ceremonies are performed, 
when all the new braves are gathered 
into the brotherhood of the Woodcraft 
folk. Then it is for the first time 
that the mysterious something known 
as camp spirit is felt, that oneness 
of aspiration and purpose which seems 
to unify the camp.

A NEW TREATMENT 
FOR SUMMER FALLOW 
Stettler, July 19.— Something new 
in summer fallow is being tried out 
for the second year by Jack Wilson. 
Immediately afler completion of his 
seeding, Mr. Wilson plows and thor- 
‘oughly works his summerfallow. He 
then seeds to oats at the rate of four 
bushels per acre, only instead of al- 
lowing all the drill holes to run, he 
plugs six, wlowing the next two to 
1, then pugs the next six, ete. By 
going he has two rows seeded close 
fether, .with.a.space.of three feet 
between the next two rows. This al- 
lows for cultivation with the regular 
corn cultivator, which is done during 
all the summer months. Last year 
Mr. Wilson threshed 35 bushels of 
oats off his summer fallow that was 
handled in this way. Besides the oat 
crop he had the advantage of having 
the stubble left on the field to hold 
the winter snow. Mr. Wilson's field 
of cummerfallow for this year looks 
good for 40 bushels of oats. This plan 
could be followed with advantage by 
many farmers, especially where the 
summer fallowed land has a tendency 
to blow and drift.
